Due  to  their  mis-use  and  vandalism,  it  was  decided  to  close 
down  the  five  refuse  disposal  points,  established  under  the  Civic 
Amenities  Act, 1967°  The  cost  of  clearing  these  became  very  prohibitive  and 
it  was  unfortunate  that  they  were  abused,  mainly  by  contractors  dumping 
'■heir  rubbish  there •  Members  of  the  public,  however,  appreciated  them 
and  on  their  closure  a  compound  was  established  at  the  Fleetwood  refuse 
tip  which  is  open  permanently  to  the  public© 

Many  of  the  larger  hotels,  shop  premises,  factories  and  caravan 
sites,  are  using  bulk  containers  which  make  for  better  storage  and 
collection  of  refuse©  At  a  number  of  these  premises,  a  twice  weekly 
collection  is  made  during  the  summer  months,  the  cost  of  the  second 
collection  being  borne  by  the  occupier  of  the  premises©  It  is  estimated
